Of note perhaps: Rick Steff(Keys) and Jim Spake(Saxes) are both 
members of Lucero. You may or may not have heard of Lucero but 
they draw 500 - 1,000 people a night, so it might be worth 
mentioning. 

Theressa Andersen is a well known New Orleans musician(by way of 
Sweden). 


Also the "Focus Track" is the first song "The Drunken Mouth". 


I think that the word Swagger really needs to be used as it fits and it 
is a word that seldom comes up in Singer Songwriters. 


On that subject I was once quoted as saying (and I think it applies to 
this record more than any of my others) "I'm fine with being called a 
Singer Songwriter as long as that category includes Chuck Berry and 
Lou Reed".

The basic tracks, were done in two days(after the hard drive fell over 
and we lost the first 5 songs we recorded.). We recorded 18 songs all 
together (They are waiting to be mixed down the line as The How To 
Get Old And Sad EP). 

All the electric guitars(including solos), bass and drums are live on 
the floor that take, that day. Jeremy punched in 2 bass notes on one 
song. Robert added 12 string electric on 2 songs and an additional 
part in the bridge of Life's Funny. Other than that, those basic tracks 
are as live as can be and why it holds up to repeated listening. 

Due to money, schedules, in my case LIFE, the rest took up a year but 
only in spurts. It remains a spontaneous feeling record. 


The keys were done by Rick Steff of Lucero and has also worked with 
Hank Williams JR and Dexy's Midnight Runners ! Two sessions of two 
takes of each song and he was done(He did all the keys on the Bird 
record in 3 hours between Lucero tours.). At first he was playing very 
slinky Booker T sounding stuff. I asked if he could play it like Jon Lord 
from Deep Purple and his eyes lit up. "I never get to do that with 
anybody !". 


What I love about Jeremy' bass playing is that he sounds like 
Vogelmann's rambunctious nephew. Then again Jeremy's from 
Marlton, NJ so it's probably a comforting East Coast thing for me. 


Robert and I met shortly after Katrina but it took the better part of the 
year to ask him to play with me.I was a HUGE fan of his playing with 
Steve Wynn (I'm still a huge Steve Wynn fan) and was aware what he 
was capable of. As we started the Bird material, I thought "I've found 
my David Lindley". When we were doing our monthly wood shedding 
gigs for the new album(We did a Sunday a month afternoon two set 
gig and add more and more new songs. Eventually we had 30 songs to 
pick from. We then had the Rate A Record Show where we played all 
30 songs and handed out score cards and a section for comments. It 
was interesting. Then I recorded what I wanted to !) Anyway, Ben was 
in town for one of these shows and he said about Robert "Well, looks 
like you found your Mike Bloomfield" 


Robert's pedigree in the early NYC Punk scene is pretty impressive. 
He was The Cramps roadie and room mate and printed all their 
posters. He was in The Mumps with Lance Loud from An American 
Family and recorded with Klaus Nomi. But all that aside, he's an 
amazing player and an amazing guy ! 


When I start getting ready for an album I usually form a sonic palette 
in my mind. This album it was Exile on Main Street meets the third 
Velvet Underground album meets Nick Lowe meets the Dion of 70's 
Warner's era. (All with the sad knowledge that I'll never make Blonde 
on Blonde) I never tell the musicians these ideas because then they'll 
just ape those styles and the whole point is that live feel that we get 
back to.
